This  volume  contains  the  Proceedings  of  the  President  and  Council  of  Fort 
St.  George  for  the  year  1746,  comprised  in  the  seventy-sixth  volume  of  the  series 
"  Diary  and  Consultation  Books  ". 

The  manuscript  volume  has  been  mended  and  is  in  a  fair  state  of  preservation. 
The  India  Office  had  the  kindness  to  supply  typescripts  for  the  gaps  noticed  at  the 
end  of  the  volume. 

This  volume  stops  with  June  16,  1746,  and  the  next  volume  in  the  series  begins 
with  November  11,  1749.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  Madras  was  in  the  hands  of 
the  French  during  the  period  and  the  seat  of  Government  was  at  Fort  St.  David. 
The  Fort  St.  David  Consultations  of  this  period  therefore  form  the  continuation  of  the

The  Secretary  produces  and  reads  to  the  Board  the  report  of  the  Survey  of  the 
Kent  whereby  it  being  set  forth  that  she  is  not  in  a  proper  condition  to  proceed  for 
Europe,  we  find  oursel[ves]  obliged  to  protest  in  behalf  of  our  Honourable  Masters, 
against  Cap'.  "William  Eobson  Commander  &  the  Charterparty  Men  &  Owners  of 
the  said  Ship  Kent,  for  all  Losses  and  Damages  by  demorage  or  otherwise  which  they 
may  sustain  by  such  inability  of  the  said  Ship. 

A  Protest  drawn  conformable  to  the  above  resolution  being  now  produced,  read, 
dated  and  signed  :  It's  ordered  that  the  Secretary  deliver  it  to  Captain  Robson  and 
that  the  said  report  &  Protest  be  copied  after  this  Consultation. 

The  Imp*.  Wareh°.k1'.  pays  in  Four  thousand  4000  Pagodas  on  account  of  Broad 
Cloth  delivered  the  Merchants. 

Agreed  to  send  a  Supply  of  Five  thousand  5000  Pagodas  overland  to  S'.  David's 
on  Saturday  the  4th.  Instant.

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

Conformable  to  your  appointment  by  notice  from  your  Secretary  of  this  day's 
date  we  have  been  on  board  the  Honourable  Company's  Ship  Kent  attended  by  the 
Carpenters  of  Ship  Lincoln  and  Eoyal  George  &  on  Enquiry  find  as  follows. 

Cap'.  Robson,  his  Chief,  second  Mate  and  Carpenters,  Reports  to  Us  that  soon 
after  they  set  out  from  Gravesend  the  said  Ship  made  water  at  the  rate  of  an  Inch  an 
hour,  on  "which  account  they  went  into  Hammose  in  hopes  to  stop  the  Leak,  &  lightned 
the  Ship  for  that  purpose  but  could  not  find  it  out  there  ;  And  that  on  her  passage 
outward  bound  she  continued  to  make  water  at  that  rate  in  fair  weather,  &  when  they 
met  bad  weather  the  Leak  inereas'd,  so  as  to  oblige  them  to  keep  one  hand  Pump 
constantly  going  and  sometimes  both  ;  They  all  agree  in  opinion  that  the  Leak  is  too 
far  under  water  to  be  come  at  in  a  Road. 

As  they  have  at  all  opportunities  endeavoured  to  discover  from  whence  the  Leak 
proceeds  &  cannot  account  farther  for  it  And  as  we  can  have  no  other  information  or 
direction  where  to  search  the  Ship  we  can  only  give  our  opinions  on  the  strength  of 
this  Information  of  which  the  abovementioned  Persons,  declare  they  are  ready  to  make 
oath. 

"We  therefore  unanimously  agree  that  it  may  be  unsafe  for  her  to  proceed  to 
Europe  without  a  farther  examination  in  a  Port  proper  for  that  Purpose.

George  did,  by  a  writing  under 
our  hands  bearing  date  the  29  :  December  last,  notify  to  you  our  resolution  to  dispatch 
•vour  Ship  Kent  to  the  Malabar  Coast  in  order  to  her  taking  in  her  Cargo  and 
proceeding  therewith  to  Europe  which  said  notification  you  acknowledge  to  have 
received. 

And  whereas  we  the  said  President  &  Council  being  informed  by  common  Report 
as  well  as  by  Letter  under  your  hand  dated  the  31 :  of  the  said  December,  that  your 
Ship  was  leaky  and  not  in  a  condition  to  proceed  on  the  said  Voyage  did  thereupon 
the  same  day  direct  Capts.  George  Westcott,  John  Blake,  Thomas  Feild  &  David 
Rannie  attended  by  the  Carpenters  of  the  Europe  Ships,  to  go  on  board  to  survey  your 
said  Ship  and  report  to  us  in  writing,  whether  she  was  in  a  proper  condition  to 
proceed  for  Europe  or  not,  which  four  Commanders  above  named  by  writing  under 
their  hands  dated  also  the  said  31 :  Decr.  did,  on  the  representations  made  to  them  by 
Yourself  and  Officers  concerning  the  said  Leak,  unanimously  agree  that  it  might  be 
unsafe  for  the  said  Ship  to  proceed  to  Europe  without  farther  examination  in  a  port 
proper  for  that  Purpose. 

And  Whereas  it  is  thereby  manifest  that  your  Ship  is  not  fit  to  proceed  in  due 
season  on  the  Voyage  we  ordered  you  to  prepare  her  for,  We  therefore  the  President 
&  Council  aforesaid  do  hereby  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  Company  of  Merchants 
of  England  trading  to  the  East  Indies  protest  against  you  Cap*.  William  Robson 
Commander  of  the  said  Ship  Kent,  as  also  against  the  Charterparty  Men  &  Owners  of 
the  said  Ship  for  all  Losses  and  Damages  by  Demorage  or  otherwise  which  the  said 
United  Company  may  now  or  at  any  time  hereafter,  sustain,  by  the  inability  of  the  said 
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Ship,  to  proceed  to  England,  conformable  to  our  resolution  above  mentioned.  In 
Witness  whereof  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  in  .Fort  S'.  George  this  first  day  of 
January  Anno  Domini  1745-6.

The  Lincoln  and  Admiral  Vernon  being  near  out  Ordered  that  the  Secretary 
acquaint  Cap4.  David  Eannie  and  John  Shaw  Gunner's  Mate  that  we  have  appointed 
them  attended  by  one  of  the  Company's  Carpenters  to  go  on  board  those  Ships  when 
they  are  in  readiness  for  it  to  survey  them  and  to  report  to  Us  whether  they  find  them 
in  good  condition  to  take  in  their  Cargoes  for  Europe. 

Ordered  also  that  the  Secretary  serve  the  Commanders  of  those  Ships  with  the 
usual  Cautions  to  dunnidge  their  Bales  well,  Against  Fire  &  keeping  the  Boats  long 
on  board  with  Bales  in  them. 

The  Import  Warehousekeeper  pays  in  Eight  thousand  four  hundred  &  Sixtv 
Pagodas  twelve  Fanams  &  sixteen  Cash  8460.  12.  16  on  account  of  Silver  sold. 

Agreed  to  send  Five  thousand  5000  Pagodas  overland  this  Evening  to  S'. 
David's. 
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Letters  of  this  date  from  Cap1.  Blake  of  the  Lincoln  &  Cap*.  Cooke  of  the  Admiral 
Vernon  read,  requesting  to  be  indulged  with  Forty  or  Fifty  Tons  of  Saltpetre  for  eadh 
of  their  Ships  over  &  above  their  Charterparty  quantity,  Having  somewhat  more  than 
three  thousand  five  hundred  Bags  on  hand  and  the  Gunner  &  Storekeeper  telling  us 
they  shall  not  be  in  want  of  that  article,  till  we  can  be  further  supplied,  It's  ordered 
that  the  Warehousekeeper  continue  to  send  off  as  far  as  Seventeen  hundred  &  Fifty 
1750  Bags  to  each  Ship,  acquainting  the  Commanders  that  the  Board  reserve  to  them- 
selves the  Liberty  of  declaring  hereafter,  whether  the  Surplusage  shall  be  accounted 
for  at  the  whole  or  half  Freight. 

The  Storekeeper  acquaints  the  Board  that  both  the  above  Commanders  had  applied 
to  him  for  some  of  the  old  Guns  we  have  on  hand  at  no  freight ;  Agreed  that  he  let 
them  have  as  many  as  they  will  take  on  that  condition  including  the  old  Musquets. 

A  Cowle  for  the  Banksal  Duties  sold  at  outcry  the  2a.  Instant  to  Bavinutela 
Subiah  &  Poncanatta  Vencatadry  for  Five  years  to  be  accounted  from  the  first  of  this 
month  at  seven  hundred  &  ten  710  Pagodas  a  year  to  be  paid  quarterly,  read  &  Signed 
&  Delivered  to  the  abovenamed  now  attending. 

The  Paymaster  asking  of  the  Board  under  what  head  they  would  have  the 
produce  of  the  Materials  of  the  old  Paddy  Banksal  accounted  for  ;  It's  directed  to 
give  credit  for  it  under  a  head  of  Paddy  Banksal,  which  will  hereafter  be  charged 
with  the  Cost  of  the  new  one  that  must  necessarily  be  built.

NoV.  advising  of  the 
Princess  Augusta's  arrival  there  and  that  they  should  discharge  the  draught  made  on 
them  by  the  Commander  of  her  from  Colombo  for  Five  hundred  500  Pagodas  taken 
up  by  him  at  that  place  and  referring  to  the  account  they  suppose  we  should  receive 
from  him  of  the  State  of  the  Ship  though  none  is  yet  come  to  hand. 

The  President  hereupon  told  the  Board,  That  it  had  been  mentioned  from  S*. 
David  and  strongly  rumoured  in  Town  that  some  English  Patamars  from  Anjengo 
had  been  stopped  and  detained  by  the  French  at  Caracal,  but  ttiat  he  thought  it  not 
1746-3 
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proper  to  take  any  notice  of  the  report  without  further  ConGrmation  which,  if  true,  he 
judged  it  could  not  long  want,  nor  was  he  out  in  his  Conjecture,  for,  with  the  above 
Letter  from  Anjengo  he  received  one  from  MEr.  Dupleix  confessing  that  the  Chief  of 
Caracal  had  taken  that  step  without  his  Knowledge  or  Approval  expressing  his  dislike 
of  such  a  practice  and  assuring  him  of  his  having  reproved  the  said  Chief  for  it  And 
that  he  had  ordered  the  discharge  of  the  Peons  and  the  Letters  (which  were  forwarded 
by  Mr.  Dupleix  to  the  President)  to  be  sent  unopen'd  Though  such  a  proceeding 
beguD  by  the  French  would  sufficiently  warrant  our  following  the  Example,  yet  as 
Mr.  Dupleix  has  thought  proper  to  apologize  for  it  in  such  a  manner  we  think  we 
ought  to  suspend  any  particular  resentment  in  this  Instance. 

Having  reason  to  believe  the  Coast  to  the  Northward  is  at  present  clear  of  anv 
Enemies  it's  agreed  to  send  Six  thousand  bOOO  Madrass  Pagodas  on  the  Vencataish  a 
Country  Ship  that  will  sail  in  few  days  to  Vizagapatam  ;  As  a  Supply  for  that  place 
&  Ingeram  to  be  equally  divided.

H20.  2.  22  which  is  carried  forward  And  three  thousand  3000  Pagodas  advanced  him 
towards  the  Charges  of  the  month. 

The  Particulars  of  the  Extraordinary  Expence  in  his  account  are  entered 
hereafter. 

The  Import  Warehousekeeper  pays  in  Five  thousand  5000  Pagodas  on  account  of 
Silver  sold. 

Eavenapah  the  Eenter  of  the  Company's  Garden  pays  in  One  hundred  twenty  five 
125  Pagodas  for  six  month's  rent  due  the  1 :  May  last. 

The  Farmer  of  the  Company's  Buttecas  complaining  that  they  are  in  want  of 
Repair,  Ordered  that  the  Paymaster  have  it  set  about. 

The  Letters  from  Maddepollam  unreplied  to  being  called  for  and  again  read,  in 
order  to  forming  an  answer  to  them,  it's  agreed  to  permit  Mr.  Hallyburton  at  his 
request  to  quit  his  Station  there,  leaving  Mr.  Banks  in  charge  of  the  Factory  &  the 
Hofible  Company's  Effects  and  for  the  reasons  he  gives,  to  write  on  to  the  Books,  the 
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Tent,  small  Guns  &  Bar  Boat ;  But  as  it's  agreed  to  suspend  till  the  Arrival  of 
Mess".  Saunders  &  Hallyburton  our  determination  about  continuing  or  withdrawing 
that  Settlement  on  account  of  the  oppressions  of  the  Country  Government  and  other 
Matters  so  it:s  agreed  to  direct  him  not  to  submit  to  paying  Customs  ou  the  Timbers 
forced  on  him,  lest  his  Compliance  should  eucrease  their  Exactions. 

The  more  than  usual  Bains  that  have  fallen  this  year  on  this  Coast  having  put  an 
entire  Stop  to  washing  the  Cloths  botli  here  and  at  S\  David's  from  the  first  setting 
in  of  the  Monsoon  in  October  to  the  middle  of  last  month  &  the  frequent  Showers  and 
Cloudy  AVeather  since  having  greatly  impeded  the  Congeeing  and  Curing  them 
insomuch  that  we  cannot  possibly  expact  to  have  so  many  Bales  whitened  as  the 
Admiral  Vernon  and  Lincoln  will  want  in  time  for  the  early  dispatch  the  President 
acquaints  Us  they  must  have  And  the  Surplus  Petre  we  had  iu  Store  to  put  on  board 
them  being  not  above  Eighty  Tons  between  the  two  Ships  ;  There  seems  to  remain 
no  other  means  of  supplying  the  Tonage  that  may  be  wanted  but  with  Brown  Cloth 
which  on  a  retrospection  into  the  Letters  and  Orders  from  England  since  the  year 
1 713  we  cannot  find  is  forbid  in  a  Case  of  the  like  Necessity  we  are  now  under  ;  Its 
therefore  agreed  that  the  Warehousekeeper  have  Two  hundred  200  Bales  of  Brown 
Cloth  sorted  and  packed  in  readiness  for  the  Lincoln  if  we  are  obliged  to  make  use  of 
them  and  to  send  directions  to  the  Gentlemen  at  S'.  David's  to  do  the  same  for  the 
Admiral  Vernon. 

The  Accountant  reads  the  Journal  Parcels  for  the  Month  of  November. 

The  President  acquaints  the  Board  that  he  has  frequently  in  the  two  last  months 
called  upon  Telesinga  Chitty  and  Tomby  Chitty  for  the  Payment  of  their  Annual  Five 
thousand  5000  Pagodas,  but  can  obtain  nothing  certain  from  them  about  it,  Tomby 
Chitty  pleading  his  incapacity  &  Telesinga  the  hardship  it  would  lay  him  under  by 
obliging  him  to  pay  it  when  he  has  not  received  the  proportion  of  Woolen  Goods  he 
expected  at  his  engaging  in  the  Business,  He  the  President  had  therefore  directed 
them  to  attend  here  to  day  for  the  resolution  of  the  Board  upon  the  matter. 

Tomby  Chitty  and  his  Partners  as  well  as  Telesinga  Chitty  being  then  called  in. 
and  reminded  of  the  Engagement  they  were  under  to  pay  off  Annuaiy  Five  thousand 
5000  Pagodas  in  discharge  of  their  Ballance  and  that  their  not  complying  with  their 
promise  before  these  Ships  sail  may  not  only  draw  the  Honourable  Company's  Censure 
on  this  Board  but  make  them  think  their  Indulgence  to  them  but  ill  requited. 
Tomby  Chitty  &  his  Partners  urged  as  they  had  done  to  the  President  their  present 
incapacity,  but  through  the  Assistance  of  Telesinga  Chitty  and  seemed  to  leave  it  to 
him  to  make  us  a  further  Answer  Telesinga  then  said  he  hoped  he  should  be  thought 
to  have  performed  his  part  in  bringing  in  a  good  Number  of  Bales  and  he  understands 
it  to  be  a  condition  on  the  part  of  the  Board  that  he  should  have  a  proportion  of  the 
Broad  Cloth  delivered  him  That  he  had  advanced  much  of  his  own  Money  to  make  up 
the  last  payment  and  that  he  has  done  the  utmost  in  his  power  to  save  a  Brother  and 
Family  from  utter  Kuin  he  hoped  he  might  expect  so  much  favour  from  the  Board  as 
that  they  would  not  insist  on  the  immediate  payment  of  that  Sum  especialy  when  we 
consider  that  from  the  late  arrival  of  the  Ships  he  has  received  none  of  the  Broad 
Cloth  and  that  he  is  spending  his  Time  and  Fortune  in  the  Company's  service  purely 
with  a  View  to  extricate  his  Brother  and  obtain  some  favour  towards  him  and  there- 
fore if  we  could  not  indulge  him  with  a  longer  time  to  pay  the  whole  Sum,  that  we 
would  permit  him  to  pay  in  Two  thousand  of  it  now. 

After  some  longer  time  spent  in  arguing  with  him  he  at  length  agreed  to  lay 
down  Three  Thousand  3000  Pagodas  before  the  departure  of  the  Ships  And  One 
thousand  1000  more  before  September  in  behalf  of  his  Brother,  on  our  promising  him 
A  Proportion  of  the  Broad  Cloth  And  his  engaging  to  continue  in  the  business  the  next 
year. 

The  President  delivers  to  the  Board  in  it's  Translate  now  read,  a  Letter  he  lias 
just  received  from  the  Nabob  forbidding  uur  coining  Rupees  and  Gold  Mohurs  with 
the  Arcot  Stamp,  which  takes  it's  rise  as  he  apprehends  from  the  Revenues  of  the 
Country  Mints  being  considerably  lessened  since  the  Commencement  of  the  War  with 
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France,  which  causing  the  Mocha,  Judda  and  Bussorah  Ships  to  go  elsewhere  to  coin 
their  Treasure  and  that  little  or  none  comes  from  Manilha  deprives  the  Mints  of  the 
Province  of  the  Benefit  they  formerly  reaped  from  those  Importations  and  this  it's 
probable  has  put  the  People  about  the  Nabob  on  representing  the  Business  done  in 
our  .Mint  as  a  Loss  to  him.  The  President  adds  that  on  the  Arrival  of  our  Ships  there 
being  no  time  to  be  lost  in  coining  the  Money  for  the  Bay  in  our  Mint  the  Shroffs 
appearing  backward  to  purchase  it  to  throw  into  the  Country  Mints  he  was  apprehen- 
sive the  Moors  might  take  some  Umbrage  upon  a  belief  that  we  were  about  to  coin  the 
whole  quantity  in  our  Mint ;  To  prevent  which  he  had  instructed  Hodjee  Addy  to 
assure  the  Nabob  of  the  contrary  that  we  were  only  coining  what  the  Company  wanted 
for  Bengal  and  that  the  rest  would  come  into  the  Surcar  Mints ;  But  the  Nabob 
labouring  under  an  indisposition  that  will  not  permit  him  to  attend  Business  Hodjee 
Addy  had  been  able  to  make  him  only  two  Visits  and  those  of  Ceremony;  The 
President  then  read  the  Letter  he  designed  in  Answer  to  the  Nabob's  with  which  it  is 
entered  hereafter. 

Agreed  to  send  Five  thousand  5000  Pagodas  Overland  to  S'.  David's  on  Friday 
next.

I  have  received  your  Excellency's  Perwana  forbidding  the  coining  of  Eupees  or 
Gold  Mohurs  with  the  Arcot  Stamp,  as  for  the  former  1  beg  leave  to  assure  vour 
Excellency  that  what  has  been  put  of  late  into  our  Mint  is  for  Bengal  and  is  a" sort 
the  Company  only  want  and  not  to  be  disposed  of  here  &  that  all  the  Silver  belonging 
to  this  place  will  be  sent  to  your  Mints  which  will  be  a  very  considerable  quantity 
and  as  by  this  means  your  Excellency  will  be  a  very  great  gainer,  I  do  not  doubt  but 
you  will  continue  to  indulge  our  Company  in  the  Liberty  they  have  for  some  years 
en joy'd  which  can  be  of  very  little  Consequence,  your  People  know  that  all  the  Silver 
that  comes  to  Madrass  &  is  sold  here  except  what  the  Company  have  occasion  for  to 
send  away  is  all  put  in  your  Mints  and  that  Madrass  has  the  Happiness  of  being 
serviceable  to  your  Excellency  in  this  and  many  other  Eespects  &  therefore  may  hope 
for  your  Excellency's  good  Will  as  for  Gold  Mohurs  with  the  Arcot  Stamp  they  are 
not  coined  here.

495.  18.  55  to  the  great  Scarcity  [of  Gold  in  Town  occasioned  by  the  demands  for 
Madrass  Pagodas  as  above  and  for  Gold  Mohurs  to  send  to  the  Bay. 

The  Accountant  delivers  in  as  now  read  and  entered  hereafter  his  Annual  Report 
of  the  Expences  &  Eevenues  of  this  Presidency  and  it's  Subordinates  as  stated  in  the 
Books  for  the  year  ending  the  30th.  April  last,  whereby  the  expences  of  the  Coast 
appear  to  have  exceeded  those  of  the  preceeding  Nineteen  hundred  and  fifty  Pagodas 
sixteen  Fanams  and  forty  two  Cash  1950.  16.  12  and  the  Eevenues  to  have  decreased 
in  that  time  one  thousand  and  thirty  two  Pagodas  twenty  nine  Fanams  and  sixty  six 
Cash  1032.  29.  66  on  which  as  therein  are  set  forth  the  particulars  of  the  Increase  of 
the  Expences  and  Decrease  of  the  Eevenues  at  each  respective  Settlement  and  the 
Causes  thereof  we  believe  our  Honourable  Masters  will  not  expect  any  further  remark 
from  Us  at  this  Season. 

The  Sea  and  Land  Customer  deliver  in  at  the  same  time  as  entered  hereafter 
the  States  of  those  Revenues  as  severally  collected  by  them  for  the  last  twelve  months 
ending  the  31 :  Ultimo  with  their  remarks  on  the  Causes  of  the  Increase  and 
Decrease  under  the  several  heads. 

The  former  shewing  a  decrease  under  the  head  of  Customs  on  Goods  and 
Anchorage  and  an  Increase  on  that  of  Grain  but  a  Decrease  on  the  whole  Revenue 
collected  by  him  in  that  time  of  Four  hundred  ninety  seven  Pagodas  nine  Fanams 
and  forty  one  Cash  497.  9.  41.

18  proceeds 
from  from  (sic)  the  troubles  to  the  Northward  that  greatly  prevented  that  Importation 
the  year  before,  Than  from  any  unusual  quantity  imported  since,  The  Import  of  this 
year  being  to  about  3580  Garce  which  though  considerably  exceeding  that  of  the  year 
1741  is  yet  about  1230  Garce  short  of  the  Import  of  the  year  1743. 

The  Decrease  in  Anchorage  of  Pag3.  75  is  chiefly  from  the  late  Arrival  of  the 
Europe  Ships,  The  Dolphin  being  the  only  one  arrived  till  the  five  under  Cap0. 
Carteret's  Convoy  came  in  the  11 :  Decr.  which  will  be  brought  to  Account  next 
month  at  the  time  of  their  departure.

upon  all  the  other  Articles  must  at  least  be  so  much  as  to  make  up  together  the  Sum  I 
at  first  mentioned. 
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It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  Concern  that  I  am  necessitated  thus  every  Tear  in  a 
manner  so  disagreable  to  account  for  my  management  in  my  Employ  but  have  the 
Satisfaction  to  know  that  I  do  the  best  in  it  the  present  Circumstances  of  Affairs  -will

I  am  ordered  by  the  Honble  the  Mayor's  Court  to  acquaint  your  Honour  &ot.

They  now  desire  you  to  believe  that  they  would  gladly  concur  with  you  and  put 
into  practice  any  Method  proposed  by  the  Honble  Company,  but  confess  themselves 
not  Lawyers  and  are  therefore  the  more  cautious,  thinking  it  too  nice  a  point  for 
them  to  determine  whether  they  can  any  way  deviate  from  their  former  Method, 
especially  as  it  has  not  come  to  their  knowledge  that  any  of  the  Suitors  of  said  Court 
have  ever  intimated  their  dislike  of,  or  uneasiness  at  the  present  Security. 

They  have  ordered  me  to  inform  your  Honour  &c'.  that  all  Accounts  are  kept

The  President  then  delivered  the  Secretary  to  read  several  Letters   addressed  to 
him  of  the  following  purport  Vie'. 
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A  Letter  from  Cap*.  John  Blake  of  the  Lincoln  dated  Fort  S*.  David  the 
6  :  instant  acquainting  the  President,  that  in  his  passage  thither  he  had  met  with  a 
Sloop  under  Moors  Colours  without  a  Pass,  which,  suspecting  her  to  be  French,  he  had 
taken  &  left  with  Mr.  Hinde  referring  to  an  inclosed  Journal  &  Examination  of  the 
Master  for  the  Grounds  of  his  suspicion  and  Conduct  and  desiring  That  in  case  she 
should  prove  a  prize  she  might  be  disposed  of  and  her  produce  remitted  to  hun 
through  the  Company's  Cash  for  account  of  the  Owners  &  Companies  of  Ships  Lincoln 
and  Edgebaston. 

A  Letter  from  Joseph  Hendrick  Calderman  the  Master  of  the  said  Sloop,  dated 
Tort  S*.  David  the  7  :  Instant  giving  an  account  of  himself  ;  The  Sloop's  Owners  ; 
The  Intention  of  her  Voyage  &  of  her  bsing  taken  by  the  Lincoln  &  Edgebaston  and 
by  them  carried  to  Fort  S'.  David. 

A  Translate  of  a  Letter  of  this  day's  date  from  Sied  Eazy  Cawn  (A  relation  of 
Sujee  Cawn  late  Nabob  of  Muxidavad  who  arrived  a  few  Weeks  past  from  the  Bay  & 
has  since  resided  in  our  Town)  giving  the  President  an  account  of  his  having  hired 
the  Sloop  at  Calcutta  to  bring  up  his  Family  and  their  Provisions  &  offering  to  pay 
double  the  value  of  the  Sloop  &  her  Cargo  if  it  should  appear  that  either  of  them 
belonged  in  any  wise  to  the  French. 

The  Copy  of  the  Examination  &  Journal  referred  to  in  Cap*.  Blake's  Letter 
being  also  read  the  President  proposed  to  the  Board  to  consider  of  the  Consequences 
that  such  an  affair  as  this  might  draw  after  it  and  how  far  or  in  what  manner  it  may 
become  Us  to  act  in  or  take  notice  of  it,  after  what  our  Honble  Masters  have  been 
pleased  to  tell  us  in  their  59  :  Paragraph  of  the  21  :  March  1743.  In  debating  this 
point  the  Board  could  not  without  concern  reflect  on  the  Inconveniencies  and  Difficul- 
ties the  Hofible  Company's  Affairs  and  their  Servants  abroad  may  sooner  or  later  be 
drawn  into  by  prizes  taken  in  India  by  Virtue  of  Letters  of  Marque,  though  it's 
hoped  the  President  having  an  opportunity  of  discoursing  Sied  Eazy  Cawn  in  person 
on  the  present  instance  may  prevent  any  ill  Effects  from  it,  but  as  to  the  Question  it 
was  unanimously  agreed,  That  the  abovementioned  paragraph  absolutely  disqualifies 
us  for  judging  of  the  legality  of  prizes  &  consequently  restrains  Us  from  taking  any 
Cognizance  of  this  matter.

Contents  unknown  and  no  other  Cargoe  on  board,  that  the  Sloop  belongs  to  Meeteer  a 
Gentue  at  Bengal,  Black  Gemedar  of  Calcutta,  that  she  is  freighted  by  a  Moorman 
one  who  went  to  Bengal  from  Madrass  upon  Cap*.  Rannie  and  is  returned  to  Madrass 
upon  some  other  Ship,  He  has  aboard  belonging  to  the  Vessel  a  Syrang  a  Cook  and 
Eleven  Lascars,  also  a  Gentue  and  his  Servant  who  he  says  has  Charge  of  the  Cargo,  that 
the  Master  signed  no  Bills  of  Lading  and  has  none  aboard  He  also  declares  he  lias  no 
Passport  of  any  Sort,  but  that  he  carries  red  Colours  as  a  Moors  Vessel,  He  has  aboard 
one  Luke  Shields  a  German  Passenger  bound  to  Madrass  &  who  says  is  a  Serjeant  in 
the  English  Service  in  Cap*.

freighted  the  Vessel  to  carry  his  Family  down  to  him  after  which  one  M1'.  Jackson 
there  and  Govinda  Ramittree  sent  for  me  and  told  me  that  I  might  go  with  ail  Safety 
accordingly  I  Sailed  from  thence  and  in  my  way  to  Madrass  I  met  with  a  Gale  of

Translate  of  a  Letter  from  Sied  Bazy  Cawn  in  the  Black  Town  to  the  Honble

"When  I  was  in  Calcutta  I  freighted  a  Sloop  (by  the  means  of  Omichund)  of  one 
Govinda  Ramittree  Gomastah  of  Mr.  Jackson  Gemedar  of  Calcutta  and  exported  some 
Rice  upon  her,  some  of  my  People  also  embarked  upon  her  for  Chinapatam  where  she 
was  bound.  1  was  lately  informed  that  she  the  said  Sloop  was  taken  by  one  of  the 
English  Ships  and  carried  to  Tevenepatam  ;  I  must  therefore  write  this  to  assure  you 
that  the  said  Sloop  or  her  Cargo  doth  not  any  ways  belong  to  the  French  or  any 
qthers  the  Enemies  of  the  English  Nation  ;  The  truth  of  this  you  will  be  informed  of 
in  Calcutta  if  you  are  pleased  to  enquire  there,  And  if  proof  be  made  that  she  or  her 
Cargo  belongs  to  the  French  or  any  others,  Enemies  of  the  English  Nation  1  shall 
forfeit  the  double  value  of  the  said  Sloop,  I  must  acquaint  you  that  I  was  &  am 
ignorant  whether  he  is  a  French  Man  but  I  know  him  to  be  a  Farangy  (or  a  Euro- 
pean) and  as  the  Sloop  &  Cargo  doth  not  any  ways  belong  to  the  French,  it  is  very 
improper  to  seize  or  lay  any  claim  upon  her  under  pretence  of  her  Noquedah's  being 
of  a  different  Nation,  I  therefore  desire  your  Hon :  &c*.  will  be  so  kind  to  send  for 
the  said  Sloop  with  her  Cargo  &  Men  to  this  place  as  soon  as  possible  &  if  you  cannot 
confide  in  my  word  then  this  Letter  will  serve  you  in  the  room  of  an  Obligation.

It  falling  under  consideration  whether  we  should  send  the  Princess  Mary  on 
to  the  Bay  or  keep  her  here  for  a  September  dispatch  to  Europe  the  Board  are 
unanimously  of  opinion  that  as  we  can  with  the  greatest  probability  depend  upon  a 
sufficiency  of  Bales  by  that  time  for  at  least  one  Ship  and  that  there  may  be  thereby 
a  large  saving  of  Demorage  it  will  be  most  agreable  to  our  Hohble  Masters  that  we 
load  her  home  from  hence ;  In  consequence  its  agreed  to  send  for  her  Bengal  packet 
ashore  with  what  else  she  may  have  on  board  for  that  Presidency  both  on  the 
Company's  and  on  the  private  Persons  Accounts  and  an  order  to  Captain  Osborne  to 
deliver  them  is  accordingly  now  Signed.

In  answer  to  the  demand  made  on  me  by  your  Secretary  of  mv  Beasons  for 
touching  at  Batavia  outward  bound,  I  am  to  acquaint  you,  That  being  abreast  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  the  4  :  August  &  my  Ships  Company  all  then  in  very  good  Health, 
it  was  determined  not  to  put  in  there,  but  to  make  the  best  of  Our  way  for  India,  but 
by  the  5:  September  when  we  reckoned  Ourselves  near  the  Island  of  Sl.  Pauls,  the 
Scurvy  had  confined  near  forty  or  Fifty  of  my  People  to  their  Hammocks,  and  many 
more  began  to  complain,  it  being  then  very  late  in  the  year  to  come  on  the  Coast  of 
Choromandel.  I  held  a  Consultation  with  my  Officers  on  the  occasion,  wherein  it 
was  resolved  to  be  most  adviseable  for  the  Safety  of  the  Ship  and  the  Honble  Compy's 
Effects  to  proceed  for  Java  Head,  which  we  reached  the  13  :  October,  having  at  that 
time  Sixty  five  Men  quite  uncapable  of  Duty  and  above  twenty  more  very  much 
affected,  I  staid  there  ten  days  in  hopes  my  People  woud  recover  but  being  disap- 
pointed therein,  not  being  able  to  procure  any  Greens,  &  not  having  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  Fresh  Provisions  to  give  my  People,  I  found  my  Self  under  a  necessity  of 
going  to  Batavia,  which  I  flatter  myself  will  sufficiently  justifie  me  for  so  doing,  both 
to  the  Honble  Company  My  Owners  and  your  Honour  &c\  I  am

If  I  could  have  got  your  Letter  of  the  12  N  :  S :  translated  sooner,  you  would 
have  had  my  answer  to  it  before  now. 

The  Neutrality  of  your  Road  I  readily  allow,  I  never  iatended  the  least  Violation 
of  it,  And  that  it  was  not  violated  by  my  Officers  is  fully  proved  by  your  own  Confes- 
sion, You  own  the  French  Ship  fired  two  Shot  at  the  King's  Frigate  when  she  was 
going  into  your  Road  and  steering  to  Anchor  in  such  a  mauner  as  could  give  no  room 
to  suspect  any  design  of  attacking  the  French  Ship,  but  those  Shot  you  say  were  fired 
as  a  Signal  a  very  extraordinary  manner  of  making  Signals  indeed,  and  I  suppose  the 
several  V  olleys  of  small  Arms,  which  she  fired  while  the  Frigate  was  anchoring  were 
also  Signals,  and  not  intended  to  do  any  harm,  I  am  afraid  Sir,  it  will  appear  that  if 
you  intended  to  maintain  the  Neutrality  of  your  Road,  you  did  not  take  the  proper 
method  as  the  French  Captain  had  put  himself  under  your  Protection  and  could  be 
protected  by  nothing  but  my  respect  for  the  King  of  Denmark's  Flagg,  you  should 
Have  strictly  enjoined  him  to  trust  to  your  Protection  and  not  fire  unless  he  was 
actualy  attacked,  You  should  I  think  have  sent  an  Officer  to  the  Captain  of  the 
Frigate  to  enquire  the  reason  of  his  coming  into  the  Road  and  told  him  not  to  anchor 
near  that  Ship  which  was  under  your  Protection  and  therefore  you  was  obliged  to 
protect  her  as  far  as  you  could,  had  you  taken  this  method  the  French  Ship  would  not 
have  fired  and  the  Captain  of  the  Frigate  would  have  satisfied  you,  that  he  had  no 
orders  to  attack  her  and  was  only  directed  to  observe  her  motions,  Thus  Sir,  the 
Neutrality  might  have  been  preserved  and  all  that  has  happened  been  prevented  but 
vou  took  no  such  precautions,  The  French  Ship  fired  at  the  Frigate  as  she  was  steer- 
ing to  Anchor  Astern  of  her,  Upon  which  the  Frigate  endeavoured  to  anchor  alongside, 
but  the  Anchor  not  falling  clear  off  the  Side,  She  fell  upon  her  Quarter  before  she 
could  let  go  her  other  Anchor,  and  all  this  time  the  French  Man  continued  firing 
Volleys  of  Small  Arms  into  the  Frigate  and  one  Gun  at  least  was  fired  at  her  from  the 
Fort,  before  she  fired  a  Single  Musket,  and  the  Moment  the  Frigate  fired  her  first 
Gun,  you  began  to  fire  at  her  from  all  parts,  The  Second  Frigate  which  was  ordered 
to  anchor  without,  seeing  so  smart  a  Fire  from  the  Fort  on  the  first  Frigate  stood  in 
to  succour  her,  and  soon  after  he  had  given  his  Fire  Yours  and  that  of  the  French 
Ship  ceased,  The  Frigates  then  let  off  till  the  insolence  of  the  French  Man  in  firing 
into  a  Small  unarmed  Boat  obliged  them  to  give  another  before  they  could  take 
Possession. 

Upon  the  whole  Sir  it  must  be  plain  to  all  impartial  Persons  that  the  English 
broke  not  the  Neutrality,  nor  had  any  Intention  to  break  it,  The  French  began  the 
Hostilities  they  broke  the  Neutrality  and  had  you  been  realy  Neuter  Yourself,  You 
would  immediately  have  fired  at  the  French  Ship  not  at  the  English  who  never  fired 
a  Gun  till  called  upon  by  the  Law  of  Nature  to  do  it  in  their  own  defence. 

I  did  not  write  my  Letter  of  the  30th.  past  till  I  was  fully  satisfied,  I  had  reason 
to  complain  of  your  partiality  and  the  account  sent  me  by  the  Captain  and  Officers  of 
the  first  Frigate  has  since  been  confirmed  by  two  Young*  Gentlemen  of  this  Ship  who 
were  on  board  the  Frigate  by  accident  and  no  ways  concerned  in  or  accountable  for 
what  was  done,  They  assure  me  the  Frenchman  was  firing  his  Musketry  into  the 
Frigate,  One  or  two  Shot  from  the  Fort  passed  between  the  Frigate's  Main  and  Mizen 
Masts  and  this  before  she  fired  even  one  Musket  J  That  some  Shot  from  the  Frigate 
went  on  shore  is  very  possible,  but  that  it  was  not  the  direction  or  Intention  of  the 
Officers  you  may  telieve,  as  I  have  assured  you  they  had  my  Orders  to  make  no 
return  to  your  Fire  but  I  will  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  Seamen  finding  your 
Shot  coming  thick  among  them  may  not  have  returned  some.  In  short  Sir,  I  continue 
to  think  that  your  partiality  or  neciecting  to  take  proper  precautions  for  preserving 
the  Neutrality  occasioned  the  French  to  break  it  &  therefore  you  alone  are  account- 
able for  all  that  has  happened  who  instead  of  resenting  properly  the  behaviour  of  the 
French  Captain  attempt  to  justitie  it  by  poorly  pretending  that  the  Shot  fired  into  the 
Frigate  were  not  designed  to  offend,  but  only  meant  as  Signals,  &  then  unjustly 
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endeavouring  to  fix  the  breach  of  the  Neutrality  oa  the  English,  though  it's  evident 
they  never  intended  to  commit  any  Hostilities  in  your  Itoad  &  you  may  imagine  that 
if  I  had  been  inclined  to  violent  measures,  I  should  have  gone  to  work  in  another 
manner. 

I  am  surprized  you  could  think  of  laying  claim  to  the  Ship  as  a  Wreck,  You  say  she 
was  deserted  by  her  Crew,  was  it  because  they  were  afraid  of  drowning  in  her,  did  not 
the  English  drive  them  out  of  her  &  take  possession  immediately  ;  The  Ship  and  all 
that  was  taken  out  of  her  after  she  attacked  the  King's  Frigates  under  Your  Cannon, 
without  any  sort  of  Eeason  is  absolutely  the  property  of  the  Captors  ;  And  from  you 
I  expect  a  fair  and  full  account  of  all  that  was  carried  on  shore  that  Night  and  that 
the  whole  as  well  as  the  Ship  be  preserved  as  English  Property  to  be  disposed  of  as 
I  shall  direct.     I  am

Liberty  to  trouble  you  with  this  address  to  set  the  affair  in  a  true  light,  by  informing 
your  Honour  &c\  of  it's  particulars ;  having  some  affairs  to  transact  on  this  Coast  & 
nothing  either  for  the  Compy's  advantage  or  my  own  to  do  at  Calcutta,  I  took  the 
resolution  of  coming  this  way  &  accordingly  I  waited  on  Mr.  Forster  the  Compy's 
President  there  to  acquaint  him  with  my  design  as  well  as  to  pay  the  usual  Compli- 
ment on  such  an  Occasion,  not  imagining  he  could  have  any  objection  to  my  reason- 
able Proposal  but  contrary  to  my  expectation  he  told  me,  he  would  not  give  me  his 
consent,  to  which  I  readily  answered,  Then  I  would  go  without  it,  looking  upon 
Myself  absolutely  as  a  Free  Man,  though  as  he  was  pleased  to  intimate  there  might 
be  occasion  for  my  going  to  Patna  next  Season,  I  think  it  proper  to  mention  to  your 
Honour  &c'.  as  I  then  did  to  him  that  my  coming  this  way  in  March  could  be  no 
obstruction  to  my  going  to  Patna  in  July  or  August  next,  I  now  take  the  liberty  to 
assure  your  Hon.  &c\  that  I  had  no  view  of  withdrawing  myself  from  the  Honble 
Compy's  Jurisdiction,  which  would  be  so  apparently  contrary  to  my  interest  as  well 
as  inclination  that  surely  no  man  can  suspect  me  of  it  &  further  to  acquaint  your 
Hon.  &c\  that  should  the  Compy's  interest  call  on  me,  I  am  willing  to  go  to  Patna  or 
elsewhere  to  promote  as  far  as  my  Health  &  Constitution  already  far  spent  in  their 
Service  will  permit  me  to  do.

have  divested  him  of  his  Command)  left  him  no  room  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the 
President  and  Council  of  Fort  William  in  denying  Mr  Cole  his  Passage  on  the  Ship 
and  would  he  hoped  clear  him  of  the  Imputation  of  having  willingly  shewn  any  con- 
tempt of  either  the  authority  of  the  President  and  Council  of  Calcutta  or  of  the 
Honourable  Company. 

Mr  Eannie  being  directed  to  withdraw  it  was  debated,  how  far  it  lay  on  us  to 
judge  of  or  pass  censure  on  his  Conduct  and  determined,  that  we  shall  fully  acquit 
ourselves  to  the  Gentlemen  in  Bengali  in  causing  Mr  Eannie  to  return  to  the  Bay  to 
answer  for  his  Offence  where  he  committed  it  and  therefore  agreed  to  demand  Security 
of  him  in  Six  thousand  Bupees  for  his  personal  appearance  before  the  President  and 
Council  of  Calcutta  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  July  next. 

Mr  Eannie  being  again  called  in  and  acquainted  with  our  Resolution,  told  the 
Board  he  could  not  readily  name  any  Person  whom  he  could  expect  to  join  with  him 
in  such  a  Bond,  but  that  if  he  was  permitted  his  Liberty  to  go  about  Town  he  hoped 
soon  to  procure  the  Security  we  demanded,  which  was  granted  on  his  Parole  now 
given,  That  he  will  not  depart  out  of  the  Town  without  the  Presidents  leave.  He  then 
desired  and  was  granted  Permission  to  lay  before  us  hereafter  a  State  of  his  Case  in 
writing  whereby  he  hoped  the  President  and  Council  of  Port  William,  The  Honourable 
Company  and  this  Board  would  be  convinced  that  he  was  under  a  necessity  to  act  as 
he  had  done,  as  it  was  no  ways  in  his  Power  to  prevent  Mr  Cole's  coming  to  the 
Coast.

Agreed  that  three  thousand  five  hundred  3,500  Pagodas  be  advanced  Mr  Eyre 
Paymaster  towards  the  charges  of  the  month  and  to  send  five  thousand  5,000  Pagodas 
overland  to  Saint  Davids  on  Monday  next. 

The  President  having  been  desired  by  Commodore  Barnet  to  forward  the  Porto 
Bello  Sloop  with  the  provisions  she  has  on  board  for  the  Squadron,  it's  agreed  to 
dispatch  her  to  morrow  ordering  the  Master  to  deliver  those  Provisions  to  any  of  his 
Majesty's  Commanders  he  may  meet  with  at  Port  St.  David  and  cautioning  him  to 
pass  Pondicherry  in  the  Night  if  practicable. 

Agreed  to  send  on  the  Success  to  Ingeram  such  of  the  Stores  indented  for  from 
thence  as  we  can  spare. 

No  offer  having  been  made  us  for  the  purchase  of  any  Silver  since  the  arrival  of 
the  Princess  Mary  and  as  shall  be  in  want  of  Money  to  carry  on  our  Business  and  the 
Exchange  of  Silver  being  now  become  a  very  difficult  as  well  as  a  tedious  Affair  from 
the  small  demand  for  Eupees  either  for  the  Country  or  Bengali,  It  was  proposed  as 
the  only  expedient  at  this  time  to  procure  Pagodas  and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent 
the  price  of  Silver  falling  lower  than  15  Dollars  for  10  Pagodas  to  make  an  offer  of  25 
Chests  to  Linga  Chittee  at  that  Rate,  to  pay  half  in  one  Month  and  the  Eemainder  in 
two  and  to  pay  for  the  same  as  taken  out  of  the  Ware  house,  and  by  this  means  this 
quantity  being  in  one  hand,  he  may  in  that  time  be  enabled  to  dispose  of  it  and  turn 
it  into  Gold,  whereas  if  wre  wait  longer  and  take  the  chance  only  of  selling  a  part,  we 
may  be  thereby  subjected  to  disappointment  in  the  want  of  Cash  for  the  Current 
Business  at  the  same  time  that  there  is  not  the  least  likelyhood  of  our  obtaining  a 
better  price  by  waiting  any  longer. 

Upon  which  Linga  Chittee  being  sent  for,  the  above  Proposal  was  made  to  him 
who,  represented  the  difficulty  of  Negotiating  the  Exchange  in  time,  That  all  private 
Silver  was  sold  at  trust  and  delivered  immediately  on  the  Sale,  that  as  the  Company 
expect  ready  Money  to  be  laid  down,  the  loss  of  Interest  would  not  be  made  up  by 
any  Gain,  he  could  possibly  make,  However  as  he  was  willing  and  desirous  of  serving 
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the  Company  on  the  occasion,  he  only  desired  that  to  the  amount  of  three  Chests, 
might  be  in  his  hands  at  one  time,  and  he  would  in  the  two  Months  regularly  account 
for  the  whole  twenty  five  Chests,  which  being  thought  reasonable  was  agreed  to.

16.  —  without  making  Sch°o1 
any  allowance  for  the  Loss  of  Iron  work  and  damage  to  the  Timbers  in  pulling  it 
down  or  for  the  Chunam,  Clay,   Water  and  Labour  used  in  putting  them  together 
when  the  School  was  erected,  which  being  in  some  Measure  to  be  considered,  together 
with  the  great  advantage  of  the  Brick  Materials  lyin?  so  near  to  the  Works  we 
believe  our  Honble.  Masters  will  not  think  we  make  a  bad  Bargain  for  them  in  allowing 
4O00  Pagodas  for  the  School  which  it's  now  agreed  to  do  and  which  is  near  1000 
Pagodas  short  of  what  it  cost  in  those,  so  mucn  cheaper  times  when  it  was  built.

As  it  gives  me  the  greatest  Concern  imaginable  to  fiud  that  by  bringing 
Humffries  Cole  Esqr.  to  Port  St.  David,  I  have  incurred  the  displeasure  of  the 
Honourable  the  President  and  Council  of  Bengali,  so  far  as  to  draw  a  publick  Complaint 
against  me,  I  humbly  beg  leave  to  represent  this  action  with  the   Circumstances  that 
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attended  it,  in  then  true  Light,  which  I  presume  will  not  only  convince  your  Honour 
&ct.  But  likewise  the  Honourable  the  President  and  Council  of  Bengali,  that,  it  was 
not  in  my  Power  to  hinder  Mr  Cole  from  going  to  Port  St.  David,  and  consequently, 
that  I  am  blameless. 

The  5th  of  last  March  Mr  Cole  came  aboard  of  the  Tevenapatam  at  Kedgeree  and 
the  next  morning  went  away  again. 

March  the  7th  I  proceeded  on  my  Voyage  and  in  the  Evening  anchored  off 
Engellee,  here  the  orders  from  the  Honble.  the  President  &ct.  were  delivered  me  bv 
Captaiu  Hamilton,  to  which  I  hastily  answered  (for  the  Captain  was  urgent  to  be 
gone,  because  of  the  approaching  Night)  that  as  Mr  Cole  was  not  aboard  their  order 
(to  deliver  him  to  Captain  Hamilton)  could  not  be  complied  with. 

March  the  8th  being  some  Leagues  below  Engellee  Mr  Cole  came  aboard  again, 
and  I  having  considered  the  matter  according  to  the  best  of  my  poor  Ability  thought 
myself  obliged  to  receive  him  for  the  following  Eeasons  Vizt.  When  I  left  Madrass 
my  Sailing  orders  (delivered  to  me  by  Nicholas  Morse  Esqr.  in  behalf  of  the  Owners 
of  the  Tevenapatam)  was  to  follow  all  such  Orders  as  I  should  receive  from  Humffries 
Cole  Esqr.  To  whom  I  was  Consigned,  so  that  my  State  was  exactly  that  of  a  Servant, 
But  if  it  should  be  admitted  that  no  such  Mercantile  order  can  come  in  Competition 
with  an  Order  from  a  President  and  Council  and  that  even  an  Order  from  them,  for 
a  Servant  to  disobey  his  Master,  should  (hard  as  it  is)  be  Obeyed,  yet  still  it  must  be 
allowed  I  wanted  Power,  for  as  every  Man  in  the  Ship  knew  my  Dependance  on 
Mr  Cole,  he  could  with  a  Word  have  dismissed  me  from  any  further  Service,  and  my 
Needy  Officers  would  have  been  very  glad  of  such  an  opportunity  to  better  them- 
selves. Besides  this  was  not  the  only  way  Mr  Cole  had  to  come  to  Port  St.  David, 
for  if  I  had  refused  him,  he  might  have  gone  aboard  the  William  Captain  Lewis  who 
bad  no  orders  to  the  Contrary,  was  within  two  Miles  of  me  and  bound  to  the  same 
Ports,  or  even  the  Sloop  that  he  came  in  could  have  carried  him  very  well ;  So  that 
it  was  absolutely  out  of  my  power  to  hinder  him,  and  as  the  bare  attempt  would  have 
ruined  me,  without  in  the  least  effecting  what  the  Honourable  the  President  &ct. 
wanted,  I  hope  your  Honour  &ct.  as  well  as  the  Honourable  the  President  and 
Council  of  Bengali  will  acquit  me  of  anything  blame  Worthy  in  this  .Affair,  nor  will 
I  trouble  your  Honour  &ct.  further  then  Sincerely  and  Solemnly  to  declare  That, 
I  knew  nothing  of  Mr  Coles  intent  at  Calcutta,  That  I  now  have  and  always  had  the 
greatest,  regard  for  the  Honourable  the  President  and  Council  of  Bengali,  That  not 
through  Contumacy  or  any  Sinister  view,  Bur,  with  Integrity  and  according  to  the 
best  of  my  Knowledge  I  have  acted  in  this  matter,  That  it  was  my  peculiar  Mis- 
fortune to  be  situated  where  I  was  oblig'd  to  act  in  Affairs  that  I  had  never  been 
conversant  with  and  Consequently  could  not  well  understand  and  that  if  there  was 
any  fault,  it  proceeded  merely  from  an  Error  in  judgement,  which  whether  blame- 
able  or  not,  I  submit  to  the  Determination  of  your  Honour  &cts.  And  if  your 
Honour  &ct.  will  favourably  Bepresent  what  is  here  alledged  to  the  Honourable  the

Mr  Cole  being  then  addressed  was  told  that  we  had  received  the  Letter  he  wrote 
us  from  St.  Davids  but  purposed  not  to  have  taken  notice  of  it  unless  obliged  to  it  by 
any  remonstrances  from  the  President  and  Council  of  Calcutta,  which  coming  to  us 
by  the  Bombay  Sloop  had  drawn  from  us  the  Orders  (he  must  know)  we  had  sent  to 
Port  St.  David  concerning  Him  and  laid  us  under  a  further  Necessity  (we  should 
gladly  have  avoided)  of  insisting  on  his  return  to  the  Bay  on  the  Bombay  Sloop  that 
would  Sail  in  a  day  or  two,  Mr  Cole  urged  that  it  would  be  inconvenient  to  him  to 
proceed  on  that  Sloop,  Upon  which  the  Board  abated  somewhat  as  to  the  Circumstance 
of  time,  considering  that  there  were  other  Conveyances  in  the  Boad  shortly  bound 
thither  and  asked  him  to  give  us  some  Security,  that  he  would  appear  before  the 
President  and  Counoill  of  Bengali  by  the  last  day  of  July  next.  He  repeated  what 
he  had  before  wrote  us  that  neither  his  Inclination  nor  Interests  led  him  to  think  of 
any  thing  but  returning  to  the  Bay  where  lay  all  he  has  in  the  world  but  that,  as  he 
was  apprehensive  of  being  personally  ill  used  in  the  Bay  and  that  method  would  be 
taken  to  force  him  up  to  Patna  whither  he  was  determined  not  to  go,  He  purposed 
not  to  leave  this  Coast  till  the  arrival  of  the  expected  Shipping  from  Europe.

The  President  acquaints  the  Board  that  Mr.  David  Creighton  who  by  the  death 
of  Capt.  Bootle  had  acted  as  Chief  Mate  of  [the]  London  thinking  himself  prejudiced 
bv  Captain  Sedgwick's  entertaining  Mr.  Davis  as  Chief  Mate,  had  been  with  him  in 
the  morning  to  desire  that  Captain  Sedgwick  might  give  his  reasons  before  the  Board 
for  his  Supeiseeding  him,  where  upon  the  President  had  desired  both  Captain  Sedg- 
wick and  Mr.  Creighton  to  be  in  attendance  here  and  they  accordingly  waited 
without. 

Captain  Sedgwick  and  Mr.  Creighton  being  called  in  the  latter  was  asked  what 
he  had  to  offer  to  the  Board  when  he  insisted  much  on  his  being  fully  qualified  for 
the  Charge  of  a  Chief  .Mate,  that  he  had  passed  his  Examination  as  a  Second  Mate 
before  he  left  England  and  that  the  putting  Mr.  Davis  over  him  as  it  carried  reflec- 
tion on  his  Capacity  might  ako  greatly  prejudice  him  in  the  Opinion  of  his  Friends 
in  Europe  he  therefore  desired  Capt.  Sedgwick  would  declare  his  reasons  to  the  Board 
for  taking  that  Step.  The  Captain  thereupon  assured  the  Board  that  it  was  not  out 
of  the  least  prejudice  or  dislike  to  Mr.  Creighton  he  had  proposed  the  entertaining 
Mr.  Davis  for  the  Voyage  to  China  for  that  he  had  more  than  once  before  the 
Supracargoes  promised  Mr.  Creighton  that  he  had  no  thoughts  of  putting  any  one 
over  him  in  the  homeward  bound  Voyage  from  China  and  that  he  was  influenced 
therein  purely  by  hiw  duty  both  to  the  Owners  and  the  Honble.

General  Letters  No.  107  and  108  both  from  the  Deputy  Governour  and  Council 
of  Fort  St.  David  read  the  first  dated  the  5th  Instant  acknowledging  the  receipt  of 
the  money  Sent  them  the  29th  Ulto.,  the  other  of  the  9th  Instant  advising  of  the 
Treasure  "and  Bales  and  some  Casks  of  Nails  Sent  us  on  the  Princess  Mary  and  that 
the  Wheather  had  prevented  their  putting  more  Bales  on  board  and  requesting  a  Supply 
of  Iron  in  Square  Bars  with  some  Scales  and  weights  for  Silver. 

It  was  then  debated  whither  as  the  Men  of  War  were  gone  from  St.  Davids  we 
ought  to  return  the  Princess  Mary  thither  to  bring  away  what  more  Bales  are  lying 
there  and  at  Length  resolved  to  Send  her  back  as  Soon  as  She  can  be  made  ready  with 
a  party  of  fifty  Soldiers  of  this  Garrison  on  board  Which  we  apprehend  a  Sufficient 
addition  of  Force  whilst  She  is  taking  in  the  Bales  as  they  have  no  Ships  in  Pondi- 
cherry  Road  and  our  Squadron  are  gone  to  thither  Station  on  Zeyloan. 
1746-30 
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Capt.  Osborne  being  thereupon  Sent  for  made  acquainted  with  this  our  resolution 
and  ordered  to  get  his  Ship  in  readiness  with  all  Expedition  to  proceed  again  to  St. 
David's  told  the  Board  he  has  strained  his  Ship  and  her  Masts  and  rigging  so  much  in 
this  trip  that  it  will  take  at  least  ten  or  twelve  days  to  pat  her  in  to  a  proper  condi- 
tion for  it  and  if  the  winds  should  continue  to  blow  from  the  same  Quarter  and  So 
Strong  as  they  did  the  last  trip  his  Ship  might  probably  Sustain  so  much  first  Damage 
as  it  might  require  moro  time  to  repair  than  might  be  consistent  with  his  dispatch  for 
Europe  in  Season.
